CAVITE, PHILIPPINE ISLANDS, 


March 20,1000. 


Editor of tin H-.rald: Cavite is be- 


ing visited by the plague just at pres- 
ent, the epidemic being confined to the 
Chinese residents. 
One of the cases 


proved fatal this morning, and great 
eire is being taken to check the trouble 
rjght at its outbreak. This noon every 
Chinaman that is employed in and 
around the yard was held np, and if it 
was found that he was living in an ill- 
fated laundry, he was taken care of and 
placed in isolated quarters. In Ma- 
nila, where they have had this trouble 
for some time, the disease has found 
nearly all its victims among the celes 
tials, and when one sees the way they 
live, their filthy habits, it's only a won- 
der that the scourge has not had more 
subjects than it has. 
Cavite has been 


remarkably free from anything of the 
kind, and the sanitary work here was 
not performed any too quick. William 
J. Wood, a member of the Sixth artil. 
lery, U. S. A., and a former member ol j 
Co. A, First New Hampshire, was acci i 
dentally killed on the Bridge oi Spain, j 
in Manila, on the 6th inst., and his j 
death was as a shock to all bis com 
rades, with whom ho was very popular. 
Captain Wileoa, formerly in command 
of the Portsmouth company, is now 
sergeant in JL battery. _ J called.. on., 
Lieut. Sol West at his quarter* when 
he was in Malate, left my card, but 
have never heard from him, and thinK 
his regiment is scattered in the many 
towns of Cavite and other southern 
provinces. The American soldiers arts 
just at present engaged in driving the 
Ladrones £out of their mountain re- 
treats. 
This class of murderers and 


robbers are feared by the natives, and 
are ever xready with their bulo to rob 
and murder them as the brown-suited 
soldi( r.

ing himself, swam until he was picked 
up by a native lisherman and brought 
ashore, escaping.

was afterward located and arrested, and 
now the father decliusa to testify for 
fear the gang will kill him at the Bret 
opportunity.

NEW BAGGAGE CHECK. 


A new form of a baggage check from 


the Boston and Maine railroad, occa- 
sionally reaches thii city, it frequent- 
ly happens that a person wishes to 
leave on an earlier train than that on 
WhTcbTlrtrtrrmfc goes. In snclrorcase, 
tbe truckman is sent to the house, and 
when he arrives at the station, the bag 
gage owner's duplicate check is slipped 
into an envelope. 
The envelope is 


attached to the regular baggage check 
by slipping tho strap through the lip of 
the envelope, and then into the trunk. 
When the passenger wishes his trunk, 
he goes to the baggage master, who 
removes the check, takes out the dupli- 
cate and the message in the envelope, 
and turns the trunk over to the owner. 
The new system is simply used as an 
accommodation to the passenger, and 
avoids the necessity for sending the 
check through the mails, or in tbe 
care of somo person who miy lose it. 
A somewhat similar system is used by 
the Canadian Pacific road, but the en 
velope encloses a receipt which must be 
signed by the receiver of the baggage, 
thus releasing the baggage master of ul 
responsibility.

London, May 22.—Whatever doubt 


may have lingered iu the minds of the 
skeptical with regard to the news of the 
relief of Mafeking was finally dispelled 
yesterday by the publication of dispatch- 
es from Lord Huberts and Sir Alfred 
Milner. 
It cannot be said that there 


was much anxiety in the matter, but 
none the less there was real gratification 
here at the receipt of the telegrams. 


The queen has bestowed the first rec- 


ognition of the services which Colonel 
Baden-Powell has rendered his country 
by promoting him to the rank of major 
general. 


One reason which made the Boers s>o 


anxious to capture Mafekiug was that 
they always regarded it as a convenient 
point from which a raid could easily be 
made on Johannesburg. It seems likely 
that they will now have full justification 
for their anxiety, for Lord Roberts, who 
apparently revels in broadening his cam- 
paign lines, evidently plans to take ad- 
vantage of the position which Mafeking 
occupies and hold it iti force. He is now 
moving his left wing northward.

When her aristocratic father 
found it out, he discharged the presumptu- 
ous hired man. 
The hired man owned a 


good horse, and it was not until a good 
many hours after Manning had quit the 
general's service that the general found 
that Manning had ridden his horse rapidly 
toward the west with the daughter of the 
house of Wheeler riding on the horse be- 
hind him. General Wheeler chased the 
elopers through the wilderness all the way 
to Olean 'Point, learning on the way that 
they had paused long enough at Genesee 
settlement to bo married. At Olean Point 
the general ,gave up the chase, for the elop- 
ing pair baa gone on down the Allegbany 
river in a canoo. 


"Manning settled with his bride iu the 


•wilderness of Warren county, Pa., and 
took up largo tracts of fine land. He be- 
came a colonel in the war of 1813, and aft- 
er the war grew immensely rich from his 
pine lumber. He had daughters. He also 
had among his many workmen a humble 
sawyei named Curtin, who fell in love 
with the oldest daughter, Ella. She re- 
turned the love of the young woodsman.

The Semaphore. 


Shortly before the French revolution 


Claude Cbappc at Angers invented a sem- 
aphore telegraph, consisting of relays of 
towers surmounted by movable arms. 
This plan, with modifications, was adopt- 
ed in France, England and other countries. 
In August, 1794, the first of Chappe's 
lines was completed between Paris and 
Lillo, and on Sept. 1 at noon the welcome 
news of tho recapture of the town of Coude 
from tha Austrians was transmitted by it 
from Lillo and announced by Carnol to 
the deputies in Paris the same evening. 


The inventor, wbo was the first person 


that received the title of telegraph engi- 
neer (ingcnieur tclographe), as head of a 
telegraphic department in tho military 
service of the first republic, was succeeded 
in this office by his brothers, Ignatius and 
Reno. 
During the directory, tho empire 


and tho reigns of Louis XVIII and Charles 
X numerous lines of this description wcro 
constructed in France. Louis Philippe 
secured tho introduction of tho electric 
telegraph, bnt both systems wero in uso 
down to the time of the Crimean war, aft- 
er which tho semaphore was finally aban- 
doned.—Cornhill Magazine.

It has been set 
apart for this purpose for a number of 
years by common consent of t-bo court- 
house officials.

It is easy to 
see that this is a resistance against which 
tbe earth turns, and its effect is to increase 
the length of the day. 


Astronomical observations 
extending 


over about 2,000 years havo failed to show 
any sensible change in the day, but tho in- 
fluence of the tides must becomo evident, 
after tho lapse of a great many years. Pro- 
fessor Darwin declares that the day may 
lengthen until it is at last 55 times as long 
as it is at present, and that would be also 
tho period of tho revolution of tbo moon 
about tho earth. 


A day of 1,820 hours, such hours as vre 


novr have, would offer many interesting 
advantages, but there would bo some \ 
things about it not altogether agreeable. 
As it is not likely to como for some mil- 
lions of years it is not a matter f 3r imme- 
diate anxiety.—Youth's Companion.

Ifomad* Who Make Hungary Their Na- 


tional Home and Wbo Generally Refuse 


, All Attempt* to Civilize Them—A Weird 


Lot of Muiieal Tramp*. 


Fashion's fondness for Hungarian or- 


chestras the world over and a recent soci- 
ety scandal in which an American girl 
WH> implicated have drawn the attention 
of two continents to those curious people 
called Tziganes iu Hungary, Bohemians 
in France and gypsies in England and the 
United States. Hungary is the home of 
tht) Tziganes in so far as they havo any 
home. In all other European countries 
they were persecuted for centuries as emis- 
suriesof tho evil one and enemies of Chris- 
tianity, but Hungary took pity on them 
and treated the wanderers like lost chil- 
dren. It was in the fifteenth century that 
they first made their appearance there. 
King Sigismond received them hospitably 
and recommended to the charity and pity 
of tho publio "these pcor wandering peo- 
ple, withiiut a homo and hounded by every 
ono." 


There are now about 150,000 of these 


Tziganes in Hungary. They may be di- 
vided into three classes—those who go 
bareheaded and barefooted, tbe wandering 
gypsies; those who wear headgear and 
shoes on Sundays, the sominomads, and 
those who always wear hats und shoes and 
who havo to a great extant abandoned tho 
nomadic lives of their ancestors. These 
latter are the most civilized and are gen 
crally musicians, who excel in the playing 
of Hungarian tunes. 


When the Tziganes arrived in Hungary, 


they wero not trained musically, but they 
soon appropriated Magyar music, and out 
of it havo made a crude nnd weird art of 
their own. Their favorite instrument is 
tho "has'alja," as they term the violin 
Koine play the harp, but they have a mark- 
ed aversion for tho piano, for tho reason 
that it cannot bo easily moved about. In 
Hungary no fete or festival takes place 
without a Tzigane orchestra. At elec- 
tion times a Tzigane 
band always 


heads the electoral processions, and no 
wedding is considered complete without 
their music for tho dance. 
The Tziganes 


have become natural musicians, playing 
from inspiration and generally being un 
able to read music. Liszt, who made a 
study of tbe Tziganes, says that music is 
to them n sublime language, a mystic 
song, which they often make use of in- 
stead of conversation, and that they have, 
in fact, invented a music of their own. 


Ono of the favorite abodes of these 


strange people is near tho frontier of Cro 
aria. It is there that tho typical Bohemi- 
ans aro seen at their best. Their "canips" 
are always set up at some distance from 
tho nearest town or village, often in, close 


1 proximity to some forest.

All you have to do is to place your water 


In a pail—it may be ice water if necessary 
—and stir it with a woodtm paddle. If 
you keep at it long enough, it will cer- 
tainly boil. Five hours of constant and 
tjiplii ttirring are suflicient u> perform the 
Ssat successf ully. 'i'he wausr will after a 
time gtow warm, and then it will grow 
hot—so hot, in fact, that you cannot hold 
your hand in it, and finally it will boil. 
Professor Ames of Johns Hopkins annu- 
ally illustrates some of the phenomena of 
heat by having one of his students perfbnn 
the trick in front of hu, class. It is a tire- 
some job, but it is perfectly feasible. 


The point which Professor Aines wishes 


to illustrate is what is known as the me- 


j chanical equivalent of heat. It requires 


just so many foot pounds of work to de- 
velop a given quantity of heat. By turn- 
ing the paddle in the water at a regular 
speed it is possible to find out just how 
much work is required to raise the tem- 
perature of water one degree. The best 
measurement so far made, and in fact 
the ono \vhich is accepted as the standard 
of the world, is that which was measured 
in Johns Hopkins university. 


Heat is developed in almost any sub- 


stance which is subjected to continuous or 
very violent action. It is an old trick for 
a blacksmith to forgo without fire, long 
continued and violent hammering on two 
pieces of wire will heat them to suc£ an 
extent that they can be -welded together. 
A lead bullet, if shot directly at a stows 
wall, will develop heat enough by the con- 
tact to melt and fall to the ground a mol- 
ten mass. There are many other occasions 
wherein this mechanical development of 
heat becomes manifest.—Philadelphia In- 
quirer.

205 pliicos of worship count \vua matlo in 
231. Tho aggrogato attendance a-fc the sev- 
eral services and meetings wns (54,531. An 
estimate of tboso present atthodOchurcho. 
where no count was made brings this fl#- 
uro up to 108,313. Based on the estimate 
of tho seating capacity of tbo Protestant 
churches imido in 18S12, tho figures pro\u 
that if all tbu worshipers of overy dohcrip- 
tion gathered in tho churcbcs at ono serv- 
ice tho churches would have only been 
two-thirds flllad. 


From tho oxperionoo of the superintend- 


ent of the society ho states that 1-14.000 
mny bo regarded as tho total nvnilabKs nt 
tendance at any ono church service. 
From 


this it ir.ay be seen that if tho sum total 
of all thoso who had attended nil the serv- 
ices had gonu to church at any ono given 
scrvico thoro would havu been over uO.OuO 
empty seats —New York Press.
